The 
scientific name for this rare natural phenomena is ‘‘cryptobiosis’’, meaning 
“hidden life’. It refers to the death-like state of certain primitive animals 
that have been almost completely dehydrated. Animals in this class can live 
perhaps for decades, appearing to be dead, yet when immersed in water, 
they ‘‘come back” to life. According to co-authors John H. Crowe and Alan 
F. Cooper, Jr., in an article on the subject printed in ‘Scientific American”, 
“two major categories of living things show signs of cryptobiosis. One cate- 
gory does so at any stage in their life history and includes a number of 
bacteria’... ‘‘the second category is cryptobiotic on/y in early stages of 
development.

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PREFACE 


In preparation for HUMAN birth, the hospital to which the mother- 
to-be is taken, sterilizes and prepares the room and the equipment for 
delivery of the child. After its birth, the baby is kept in a nursery 
designed to provide all that is needed for its proper care. 


So, with your Sea-Monkeys, BEFORE their birth, you must prepare 
SAFE Sea-Monkey water. After they are born, the babies must be 
properly attended to. However, you will be happy to know that very 
LITTLE attention is actually needed. Our formulas that have been 
supplied, automatically provide everything needed to make all of the 
conditions for their survival and growth most favorable. 


HOW TO MAKE “PURIFIED” SEA-MONKEY WATER 
What To Use 


1. Package No. 1 “WATER PURIFIER” (Part No. 28) 


2. Any small, transparent glass or plastic container or the ‘“Micro-Vue” 
OCEAN ZOO (Part No. 50) designed especially for Sea-Monkeys. 
(See Parts & Supplies—Page 14) 


3. Ten (10) ounces of tap (sink) water, bottled (spring) water or fil- 
tered water. 


What To Do 


1. With a measuring cup, fill the container you are going to use for 
your Sea-Monkeys home, with the 10 ounces of water. 


. Empty the entire contents of Package No. 1 WATER PURIFIER 


into the container, and stir the water for one minute. 


. Put the container in a safe place where it will not be touched for the 


next 24 hours. Do NOT add Package No. 2 “INSTANT LIFE” 
Sea-Monkeys until you have completed this first step because it 
takes 24 hours for the chemicals to neutralize any chlorine, flouride 
or toxic agents in the water.

HOW TO CREATE “INSTANT LIFE” SEA-MONKEYS 


What To Use 


. Package No. 2 “INSTANT LIFE” Sea-Monkeys (Part No. 31) 


. Purified water (10 ounces). Read Instructions on Preparation 


What To Do 


. Empty the entire contents of Package No. 2 “INSTANT LIFE” 


Sea-Monkeys into the water. Stir for one minute. 


. Exercising care not to spill the water, pick up the container, and 


hold it towards a strong light source. If you search carefully, you 


will “spot” tiny specks that appear to be swimming. This is your 
first glimpse of the astounding miracle of “Instant Life”. All by 
yourself, you have actually created living animals with less than a 
handful of “dead” crystals. What an awe-inspiring accomplishment 


for anyone. These wiggling white dots, no larger than a “period” on 
this page are your newly-born pet Sea-Monkeys. They will change 
their shape many times, and grow within 12 weeks, to become 
adorable, frolicsome “clowns” about as big as some species of rare 
tropical fish. All that now remains to be done, is to complete the 
formula by adding two ounces of liquified LIVING PLASMA. 


HOW TO MAKE “LIVING PLASMA” 


What To Use 


1. Package No. 3 “LIVING PLASMA” (Part No. 24) 


2. A bottle or jar with a tight fitting cover or cap, containing six 
ounces of tap water that has been boiled, and allowed to cool until 
it is merely warm to the touch. 


What To Do 


1. Empty the entire contents of Package No. 3 “LIVING PLASMA” 
into the bottle of warm water. Cover the bottle, and shake well, 
until all of the powder is dissolved. Allow liquid to cool to room 
temperature, and measure out two ounces into a measuring cup. 
Add the liquified “Living Plasma” to the container of Sea-Monkeys. 
Label the bottle, and store it away for future use. It does not have 
to be refrigerated, but will “keep” at room temperature. 


Some PROBLEMS, DANGERS, PITFALLS 
And Their SOLUTIONS 


Water Evaporation 


To a degree, a certain amount of evaporation of Sea~Monkey water 
is a desirable condition. When the water evaporates, the salts and miner- 
als present become concentrated. This concentration helps your Sea- 
Monkeys to moult their skins as they grow, in much the same manner 
as birds moult their feathers. This is essential to their growth, because 
their skins are really their skeletons. They wear them on the outside, 
the same as lobsters and crabs. You should understand, of course, that 


they could not get bigger if they didn’t change their smaller skeletons 
for larger ones. Just see to it that the water does not evaporate more 
than 1/3 of the way down, and when the level starts to get low, just add 
more fresh water. If you keep the container partially covered, you'll 
slow down the speed of evaporation, but never close off ALL of the air 
or your pets may suffocate. You should add a tablespoon of liquid 
“Living Plasma” every third or fourth time you replenish the water 


supply. 5 


Temperature Control 


The occasional exposure of Sea-Monkeys to sunlight is desirable. 
Not only do they enjoy it, but also, “sunning” them promotes growth 
of algae, a green, microscopic form of plant life that provides them with 


a supplementary food source. With a thermometer, check the tempera- 
ture (or in lieu of one, use your hand—on the outside of the container), 
to make sure the water remains cool. If you let the water get warmer 
than 78 degrees Farenheit (26 degrees Centigrade), they may die. NEV- 
ER keep them on your T.V. set, near a radiator or other heat source. 


Water Contamination and Bacteria 


All living creatures, including your Sea-Monkeys, are under constant 
“attack” by bacteria of both good and harmful varieties. No matter 
how careful you are to prevent your Sea-Monkeys water from becoming 
contaminated, there are always SOME bacteria present, ready to multi- 
ply in vast numbers if given the opportunity. This is why you must 
NOT put aquarium pebbles, shells, plants or other decorations in their 
container. It’s also unwise to put your FINGERS in the water, or to 
allow others to do so. If you happen to get a cold, or, if you have the 
“sniffles”, it’s a good idea to wear a surgical filter face mask over your 
nose and mouth so that in case you should accidentally cough or 
sneeze, you won’t spray germs onto their water. Keep in mind that a 
bacterial ‘‘epidemic” in their water will not do any harm to YOU, but it 
COULD wipe out your entire Sea-Monkey family, overnight! With the 
exception of allowing detrius to accumulate on the floor of their con- 
tainer, and encouraging the growth of green algae, your observance of 
these rules will help you to avoid disappointment. Although we hope it 
never happens, should you wake up one morning to find your Sea- 
Monkeys all gone, have cheer, you are protected by your Sea-Monkey 
Life Insurance Policy, so we’ll send you more—free. (For the details, 
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read the Policy printed on the back page of this book.) These problems 
have not been described to make you worry. Our sole motive has been 
to add to your understanding that you are working with real, live 
creatures that are subject to all the ills to which the flesh is heir. Nature 
can sometimes be cruel as well as kind. However, don’t spend any time 
brooding about this BECAUSE there are usually PLENTY of warning 
signals of potential trouble. Best of all, Sea-Monkeys are so HARDY, 
they usually OUTLIVE problems of this kind. Since foreign matter is a 
breeding ground of bacteria, suction up any uneaten food and excessive 
detrius on the floor of the container. You can use a clean medicine 
dropper or, our special “SEA-VAC” (Part No. 85). Contamination is 
indicated if: 1. The water becomes cloudy, and fails to clear up within 
a few days. THE PROBABLE CAUSE OF CLOUDINESS—too much 
food in the water. DISCONTINUE FEEDING UNTIL THE WATER 
BECOMES CLEAR. 2. The water suddenly develops a “swampy” odor. 
THE PROBABLE CAUSE OF ODORS IN THE WATER-sudden multi- 
plication of bacteria, causing rapid decay of organic matter in the wa- 
ter. CLEAN THE CONTAINER OF EXCESS FOOD AND DEBRIS, 
AND DO NOT ADD FRESH FOOD UNTIL THE ODOR DIS- 
APPEARS. Do not change your Sea-Monkeys water, The bacteria will 
usually reduce in numbers once you have observed the preceding rule. 


By removing excess foreign matter from the water, the bacteria run out 
of food that is needed for them to thrive. Their numbers are thereby 
reduced. 


If, despite precautions, your pets should get sick, you will be glad to 
know that there IS something available that can help you pull them 
through almost ANY health crisis. We have developed an effective, 
dual-action medicine so powerful, it quickly CURES any ailing Sea- 
Monkeys. The name of the medicine is “SEA-MEDIC” (Part No. 
68—Page 14). When a little “SEA-MEDIC” is added to the water, the 


bacteria count is DRASTICALLY REDUCED, and the water is instant- 
ly freshened. Sluggish, ailing Sea-Monkeys become frisky and playful 
again, and you have just eliminated 99% of the GAMBLE of keeping 
your favorite Sea-Monkeys ALIVE in the event of an outbreak of bac- 
teria. You might consider it a good idea to keep some “‘handy”’ in case 
of emergency. 

To PRACTICE good Sea-Monkey hygiene, here are instructions for 
safely cleaning your Sea-Monkeys container. If you are not having any 
problems, leave well-enough alone. As long as your pets appear to: be 
happy and thriving, you need not follow this procedure. If however, it 
becomes necessary to do so, pour ALL of the water (along with the 
Sea-Monkeys), into a glass pitcher. When nearly empty, slow down so 
the residue settled in the bottom remains in the container. Now, rinse 
the Sea-Monkeys tank with clean, warm water. Use a sponge or bottle 
brush to remove the soil, but never use any soap or detergent “‘cleans- 
ers”. Wash ONLY with plain tap water. If algae is growing in the con- 
tainer, do not remove ALL of it, but leave a little ‘“‘patch of green” as a 
starter for a fresh supply. When through, restore the Sea-Monkeys to 
their old “home”, by pouring both water and Sea-Monkeys, back into 
their container. 


WHAT AND HOW TO FEED SEA-MONKEYS 


What To Use 


1. Sea-Monkey “Growth Food” (Part No. 12) 
2. “RED MAGIC” Sea—Monkey VITAMINS (Part No. 98) 
3. “GRO-KWIKLY” Sea-Monkey Growth Stimulator (Part No. 75) 


What To Do 


1. Four days following birth, put a tiny quantity of Sea-Monkey 
“Growth Food” into your Sea-Monkeys water. Do not POUR it 
DIRECTLY from the packet, but use the “flat” of a paper match as 
a measuring spoon. You MUST NOT feed them PRIOR to this time 
because Sea-Monkeys are born with a yolk-sac attached to their 
abdomens. This “food sac” provides the infant Sea-Monkeys with 
the equivalent of “mother’s milk” for the first four days of life. 
After that, they are ready to have their first “solids”. 


CAUTION 


The greatest danger to your Sea-Monkeys health and well-being is 
overfeeding. This is NOT because they will eat too much, but be- 
cause an excess of unconsumed food will stimulate the growth of 
undesirable bacteria (as explained in the preceding chapter, “Bac- 
teria and Contamination”). 


If by accident you spilled more food than you had intended into the 
water, scoop it out at once with a piece of cardboard or paper. 
Never stir the water after you have added food, but allow it to 
absorb the water and sink. It will leave little “trails” of microscopic 
food particles as it goes to the bottom, and when there, will swell up 
and look like tiny white balls of cotton. Because “Growth Food” 
softens in the water, even the littlest Sea-Monkey will have no 
trouble in eating and digesting his nourishing, tasty meal. 


Remember ALWAYS, that it is BETTER to feed your pets sparingly 
than too OFTEN. Feed them NO MORE than once or twice WEEK- 
LY. It is possible to leave them WITHOUT FOOD for as long as an 
ENTIRE MONTH, and they will NOT starve-to-death, or even be 
undernourished. This is because they dine not only on the Sea- 
Monkey food, but also on microscopic organisms and plants that 
grow in their water. 


2. If you love your pets, and want to insure their health, you can 
supplement their diet with a high-potency additive called “RED 
MAGIC” Sea-Monkey VITAMINS (Part No. 98). These vitamins, 
researched and developed especially for your Sea-Monkeys, IM- 
PROVES their stamina, INCREASES their strength, and helps to 
IMMUNIZE THEM against sickness and infections.

By enabling your Sea-Monkeys to change color, they 
become more EASILY OBSERVED. Instead of the ghostly white 
“camouflage”’, their faces, bodies, tails and even their thin, delicate 
legs stand out with greater vividness and clarity. For the healthiest, 
LIVELIEST Sea-Monkeys, give them “RED MAGIC” Sea-Monkey 
VITAMINS. The results are so MARVELOUS to behold, we do not 
HESITATE to recommend your using it for YOUR pets, as soon as 
possible. 


3. For those who simply CANNOT WAIT to see their Sea-Monkeys 
if 


GROW, a special preparation that FORCES them to grow is now 
available. It is called “GRO-KWIKLY” Amazing Sea-Monkey 
GROWTH STIMULATOR (Part No. 75). Average growth to maturi- 
ty normally takes up to twelve weeks, and sometimes even longer. 
Until your Sea-Monkeys grow to adulthood, they are unable to 
breed. If you add some “GRO-KWIKLY” to their water, in a few 
DAYS you will see them grow TWICE as fast as normal. “GRO- 
KWIKLY” is a hormone that does not ONE, but TWO things: It 
speeds up your Sea-Monkeys growth cycle AND, it ALSO usually 
makes them GROW MUCH BIGGER than Sea-Monkeys that are 
deprived of this remarkable formula. 


HOW TO “TRAIN” SEA-MONKEYS 


Sea-Monkeys cannot be “trained” in the true sense of the word as 
you train an animal of higher intelligence such as a dog, cat or horse. 
However, you can make them appear to obey your commands by 
means of simple deceptions that take advantage of their natural reac- 
tions to stimulation by light, temperature change, etc. 


Your audience will be CONVINCED that you have your Sea-Mon- 
keys under control like a pack of trained seals. You will be able to 
amaze your friends with STUNTS that you make them perform, seem- 
ingly with the ease of a “finger snap”. The only tool you need is a 
flashlight or a lighted candle. As you proceed to put on a live “Sea-Cir- 
cus”, everyone watching will be CONVINCED that your pets have actu- 
ally LEARNED to do YOUR bidding. You will have lots of fun putting 
your tiny “circus stars” through their paces. They really DO entertain 
your visitors “like magic”. The REAL, inside secret (as you NOW 
know), is not in any “training”, but is in your Sea-Monkeys “respon- 
ses” to conditions. 


Trick No. 1-TRAINED SEALS 


The “patter” that follows, is merely given as a suggestion for a 
means of presentation of your “act”. You may use it just as it is 
written, or make up your own style of “delivery”. 


When you have gathered your audience in the room where you will 
put on the show, make this announcement: “Ladies and Gentlemen, 
you are about to witness a demonstration of animal training that you 
have never before seen. In fact, I am sure you have never even HEARD 
g 


of such a performance, as it will all take place in a tank of water, SO 
SMALL, any one of you can hold it in the palm of your hand. So 
gather closely, please, and you won’t miss a thing.” (Have the Sea- 
Monkeys container covered with a square of colored cloth or silk. Re- 
move the cover and lift up the tank, showing it to all. Now request that 
the room lights be turned out, placing the Sea-Monkey tank back on 
the table, and at the same time, picking up a flashlight that you have 
also placed on the table beside the tank. When the room lights go out, 
turn on the flashlight, and you are now ready to ‘go on with the show’.) 
“As this act is VERY difficult to perform, may I request your absolute 
silence while I now present PROFESSOR *s (At this point, insert 
your own name, or any ‘stage’ name you prefer) Trained Sea-Monkeys, 
in a Daring Display of Coordinated Contortions and Aquatic Animal 
Fae Never Before Presented on this Or any Other CON- 
i ew 


As you complete your introduction, shine the beam of light into the 
water through the SIDE of the tank. If using a flashlight, pre-focus the 
beam as thin as possible; if you are using a lighted candle, hold the 
flame about two inches away from the wall of the tank. Now, move the 
light to the RIGHT and the Sea-Monkeys will swim to the RIGHT, as 
they AUTOMATICALLY follow the DIRECTION of the beam, as 
though they were hypnotized. To REVERSE their direction of travel, 
swing around and start to SWIM to the LEFT. Do this a few times, each 


time reversing direction, and the Sea-Monkeys will appear to be swaying 
to and fro. Now, if you describe a complete circle around the tank with 
your light-beam, like a flock of birds, the Sea-Monkeys will swim obedi- 
ently around in a perfect circle. Repeat this a number of times. Each 
time the Sea-Monkeys will circle the tank, holding their formation in an 
almost military precision. This gives the APPEARANCE that you have 
them well trained. It is a perfect illusion. To put your audience ‘off- 
guard’ so they will not suspect that the performance is automatic, you 
must establish a ‘line of patter’ BEFORE you make the Sea-Monkeys 
follow your ray of light. The TRICK is to FIRST issue a ‘command’, 


and THEN, make them ‘obey’. If you PRETEND to be talking to some 
PARTICULAR, disobedient Sea-Monkey from time-to-time, the dem- 
onstration becomes even MORE convincing. For example, you might 
say the following: ‘Now Flippy, you're getting OUT OF LINE. Get 
behind Puddles... NO... NOT in FRONT of her... BEHIND her. 
Now, that’s a GOOD boy... and STAY in line, you rascal. O.K. Sea- 
Monkeys, now I want you to show the folks how obedient you REAL- 
LY are. I want EVERYONE... and that includes YOU, Flippy, to turn 
around and swim to the RIGHT”. (Swing the light beam to the right— 
get the idea?) “That’s VERY GOOD fellows, come on, all together 
now... let’s go... ina CIRCLE... and another . . .«and still ANOTH- 
ER. Now let’s turn around and go the OTHER WAY... VERY GOOD 
.. hey... FLIPPY, that INCLUDES YOU TOO. Say what’s come 
ouee you anyway? Do you want me to put you to bed without a 
nana? 


Now you have the general ‘gist’ of the technique. Just alternate 
between ‘lecturing’ the audience and ‘talking’ to your Sea-Monkeys. In 
case you don’t realize it, you are actually weaving a fairy-tale ‘spell’ 
that becomes increasingly REAL in the minds of the people viewing 
your demonstration. To add even more ‘showmanship’ to the occasion, 
have an assistant put ona record of a waltz such as ‘The Skaters’ Waltz’ 
or some equally slow-paced tune. By proper ‘timing’, as you manipulate 
the light beam, you can make the Sea-Monkeys seemingly ‘dance’ in 
tune with the music. If done right, with a little advance practice, you 
will bring- ‘the house down’ with laughter and applause, as you can't 
imagine how funny it looks to see Sea-Monkeys that ACTUALLY ap- 
pear to be REALLY DANCING. Indeed, this adds the final professional 
‘touch’ to your little show. 


Trick No. 2-ACROBATIC SEA-MONKEYS 


Tell your friends that you have found a way to train your Sea- 
Monkeys to be acrobats. When their curiosity is aroused, call their 
attention to a mysterious closed box. Lean over the box and appear to 
whisper into it. Naturally, your friends will want to know what you are 
“up to”. Reply that you have just given your Sea-Monkeys secret in- 
structions. If THEY are “normal”, your friends will either think YOU 
are crazy, or they will want to know what you said to.the Sea-Monkeys. 
Then, again address the “box” and say “‘O.K. boys, are you ready to 
perform?” Put your ear to the box as though listening for a reply, and 
nodding your head, turn to your friends and say: “If you don’t believe 


me, they said that THEY’RE ready whenever YOU are.’* Now, no 
friends in their right minds would want to admit that your Sea-Mon- 
keys might be SMARTER than they are, so naturally, they’ll challenge 
you to “show them”. This is your chance to have some FUN. Open the 
box, and removing the container within, carry it to a sunny spot and 
put it down. As soon as light hits their tank, a real scene of EXCITE- 
MENT will greet your eyes. As if they were REALLY obeying your 
command, the Sea-Monkeys are dashing MADLY around the tank, rac- 
ing after each other. Some are performing wild spins like “Whirling 
Dervishes’’. Others are twisting in aircraft “combat” maneuvers, and are 
“Looping-the-Loop”. Can you IMAGINE the startled look on the faces 
of your friends at this incredible sight? Well, here is the secret: Put the 


Sea-Monkeys container in a dark box a few HOURS before the demon- 
stration. The sudden change from the darkness to bright light, triggers 
your Sea-Monkeys into spectacular SUPER-ACTIVITY, without caus- 
ing them any harm. To the amusement of all, they will perform just like 
the tiny “acrobats” that you called them, only a few moments earlier. 
Like ALL tricks, it’s really EASY—that is, when you KNOW how it’s 
“done”. 


THE STRANGE LIFE OF SEA-MONKEYS 


Far in the future, when our sun is a dim and distant red ‘‘star”, and 
almost all traces of life have vanished from the Earth; when Man—and 
all his works—have left not a trace on the strangely flattened, pitted 
landscape, Sea-Monkeys may yet, somehow, have survived. “How can 
this be possible?” you may ask. The answer lies in nature’s greatest 
miracle—the miracle of perpetual LIFE. A real miracle, GREATER even 
than man’s long quest for perpetual MOTION. Only the Sea-Monkey, 
this humble animal, possesses this ‘‘claim” to fame. A SINGLE claim to 
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be sure, but one that Vainglorious Man, with ALL of his edifices and 
wonders can never achieve—virtual IMMORTALITY! So read on, as you 
are about to acquire knowledge that has been hungrily sought by men 
of superstition and science since the dawn of civilization. 


Most frequently, Sea-Monkeys reproduce like other advanced ani- 
mals. A mating between male and female takes place, and through 
direct fertilization, new life is created. 


However, in the ABSENCE of a mate, female Sea-Monkeys are capa- 
ble of bearing FATHERLESS offspring by means of Meiotic Partheno- 
genesis. This is a ‘tongue-twister’ of a word—to be sure, but the meaning 
is VIRGIN BIRTH! As distinguished from OTHER kinds of Parthen- 
ogenesis (as found among plants and lower orders of life, including 
unicellular micro-organisms), Meiotic Parthenogenesis permits the CON- 
TINUED PRODUCTION of ADVANTAGEOUS COMBINATIONS of 
“genes” (complex, self-perpetuating protein molecules that transmit 
hereditary characteristics). The meaning of all this, has a sound, scien- 
tific interpretation: As an animal species, Sea-Monkeys have developed 
such an incredible tenacity for life, that if only ONE female Sea-Mon- 
key survived an unthinkable catastrophe of such magnitude that ALL 
other Sea-Monkeys were wiped off the face of the earth, they would be 
re-established, and the RACE would LIVE AGAIN. 


The UNBREAKABLE “Chain of Life” 


As if the foregoing were not sufficient protection for the Race of 
Sea-Monkeys, Nature further bestowed upon them, FIVE additional, 
incredible methods for survival. She has insured their perpetuity, by 
creating a seemingly UNBREAKABLE “Chain of Life”. This enables 
Sea-Monkeys to be created AND born FIVE different ways. Each will 
now be described, and the most FANTASTIC, we have reserved for 
LAST. 


1. VIVIPARITY: This word means “live birth”. The baby Sea-Mon- 
keys are delivered ALIVE from their mother’s body, the same as 
people. The embryo develops inside of the womb until reaching the 
stage where it is fully-formed. It is then ready to be born, and when 
the mother Sea-Monkey goes into labor, her babies emerge into the 
world. 


2. OVIPARITY: This is the same process by which birds and most 
ao reptiles are created. The mother Sea-Monkey lays eggs, which even- 


tually hatch, and out comes the babies. However, she does not build 
a nest, but deposits her eggs directly into the sea. 


3. OVOVIVIPARITY: In this reproductive process, the babies develop 
in eggs that REMAIN within the mother’s body, yet are INDE- 
PENDENT of her body “chemistry” once fertilization is complete. 
In effect, the BODY of the female Sea-Monkey is actually the equiv- 
alent of a nest. After hatching, the babies emerge into the world in a 
manner similar to viviparous birth. (See 1.) 


4. NECROOVOVIVIPARITY: In the event that the mother Sea-Mon- 
key DIES while carrying developing eggs destined to mature and 
hatch via the process of Ovoviviparity (See 3.), the embryos will still 
continue to develop, Protected by a shield of anti-toxins and anti- 
bacterial agents in the eggshells, the babies remain snug and healthy, 
and eventually break out of their shells without harm, even though 
their mother may long-since be gone. 


5. PRETERMITTED OVIPARITY: To comprehend the importance of 
this description, we must rely on an unscientific phrase most often 
used by writers of fantasy —“‘Suspended Animation”. Outside of the 
world of Science Fiction, this description applies perfectly to Sea- 
Monkeys. The incredible truth about them is that through an UN- 
KNOWN biological mechanism, the development of the embryo is 
ARRESTED. In this state of suspended animation, the Sea-Monkey 
LIVES, sealed inside its egg as if it were a “time machine”. It is in 
this manner that the animal is transported (a la H.G. Welles) to its 
ultimate destiny of life in the distant future. 


As long as it stays DRY, the egg remains preserved. The “trigger” 
that recommences its active development to the point of hatching, is 
its immersion in water of the proper chemical balance and pH (acidi- 
ty-alkalinity index). For how long Sea-Monkeys can thus remain 
alive has not been established. We DO know that some eggs dated in 
the laboratory have hatched after the elapse of more than a DEC- 
ADE, and those eggs were of an undetermined age when the experi- 
ment began. 


Wheat grains, excavated from the tombs of the Pharohs of ancient 
Egypt have sprouted ALIVE when planted, after 3,000 years of 
storage. Perceiving this tenacity of some forms of life, it is NOT 
unreasonable to suspect that Sea-Monkeys may survive in @ similar 
manner, for UNTOLD AGES! 


Amazing as the foregoing has been, the STRANGEST facts of ALL 
are about to be told. Investigations into the phenomena just de- 
scribed have uncovered yet a GREATER “miracle” of nature. One 
that was heretofore UNSUSPECTED. We found that after ALL of 
the Sea-Monkeys DIED, and even after all of the water in the tank 
was permitted to EVAPORATE, they would MYSTERIOUSLY 
RE-APPEAR, after adding plain water. After considerable research, 
it was finally discovered that SOME of the Sea-Monkey eggs will 
NOT hatch after merely ONE innundation. For classification, these 
eggs are named after the number of “‘cycles” required before they 
WILL hatch, such as ‘2nd Generation” for two-cycle eggs; “3rd 
Generation” for three-cycle eggs, and so forth. In order that they 
can hatch, these amazing eggs must go through MORE than one 
“cycle” of dryness and wetness. Using ‘‘2nd Generation” eggs as an 
example, the hatching “cycle” is as follows: A. The egg is fertilized 
and deposited in the sea; B. It washes ashore, dries and becomes 
dormant; C. At some time in the future it is set adrift in the water, 
Si by the action of the wind or waves, etc.;D. Once again the 

loating egg is “beached”, and AGAIN it dries; E. It is FINALLY 
re-immersed in the sea for the SECOND TIME, at which point the 
dormant embryo is RE-ACTIVATED, completes its development, 
and another Sea-Monkey is born. Some of these extraordinary eggs 
have been included with your single “cycle” eggs. They extend to 
SIX “‘cycles”, and it is THESE eggs that will RESTORE THE LIFE 
OF YOUR SEA-MONKEY FAMILY—AFTER DEATH! Instructions 
for the procedure will be found in Question No. 4 of the Chapter: 
“ANSWERS TO QUESTIONS”. 


HOW TO BREED SEA-MONKEYS 


Once you have a tankful of mature Sea-Monkeys, they will com- 
mence to breed without further encouragement. You will observe the 
males pairing themselves with the females. Connected together in an 
aquatic “dance of courtship”, they swim in tandems. In the event that 
they fail to breed, check the room temperature. You may find that 
they will be adamant when the temperature is lower than 54 degrees F. 
If for any other reason they refuse to make the necessary “attach- 
ments” to a chosen mate, you can artificially INDUCE breeding, by 
using a product that has an almost immediate, aphrodisiac effect upon 
them. It is called “Cupid’s Arrow—Sea-Monkey Mating Powder” (Part 
No. 84). This will get them into an amorous “frame of mind” quick-as- 
a-wink. When fertilization of the female is “completed”. she will dis- 
patch her mate in a most undignified manner. With sharp jerks and 


contortions, she will twist and squirm until she is free of his grasp. It is 
most interesting to see the reaction of the male at this time. He sulks 
away, and then, after short deliberation, makes renewed efforts to re-es- 
tablish “contact”. Rarely, if ever, is he successful with the SAME fe- 
male. After each completed mating, the female will produce several 
dozen babies. However, although our “infant mortality” rate is hun- 
dreds of times LOWER than Nature’s, (thanks to our bio-chemical for- 
mulas which provide an ideal environment for Sea-Monkeys, and the 
elimination of predatory enemies), no more than one or two babies can 
be expected to grow from each litter. You therefore never need to fear 
“overcrowding” of the tank. 


HOW TO TELL THE BOYS FROM THE GIRLS 


There is a marked difference between male and female Sea-Mon- 
keys, so it’s EASY to tell a “boy” from a “girl”. The most PREDOMI- 
NANT feature of the boy is his whiskers; a pair of large curved protru- 
berances that grow from the sides of his head. These are not what they 
appear to be, since all Sea-Monkeys are hairless. The “whiskery” appen- 
dages are called “graspers” and they are his equivalent of a REAL 
monkey’s arms. At breeding time, you will notice him use his graspers 
to clutch his mate. Other distinguishing characteristics of the boy Sea- 
Monkey is his head itself, which is at least twice as large as the girl’s. In 
overall length he is shorter than the girl, but in “build” he is of greater 
girth. 


Girl Sea-Monkeys are differentiated by an obvious sexual character- 
istic. They have a pill-like object at the base of their “spine” where the 
tail connects to the body. This is the egg-cluster which all females grow 
at maturity. Other interesting, distinguishing features are a graceful, 
slender neck; ABSENCE of graspers, and greater length from head to 
tail, than the males. In the World of Sea-Monkeys, the female is we 
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the “deadlier of the species,” but lives a calm and placid life. She 
“minds her own business,” except when being pursued by an ardent 
“admirer.” Then, WATCH HOW FAST SHE SWIMS. It is the “boy” 
Sea-Monkeys who are the “troublemakers” in the Seaquarium. You'll 
read MORE about THEM in the Chapter which follows. In her life- 
time, a female may produce hundreds of progeny. She can attain 
lengths of from 1/2” to 3/4”, but is usually shorter lived than the 
males. A male of the species will not usually exceed 1/2” in length, 
but he may live for a YEAR or more. 


FIGHTING SEA-MONKEYS 


At mating time, Sea-Monkeys engage in combat with other males, 
just as other creatures in the animal kingdom compete for the same 
reason. Even if you think that these liliputians look ‘“‘cute” or “fun- 
ny” when they become pugalistic, bear in mind that to them, the 
battle is very serious, and can even end in sudden death for one or 
BOTH of these tiny combatants. Only male Sea-Monkeys fight. They 


are well equipped to do so, by means of their graspers which they 
lock together like the horns of wild Stags. When joined in head-to- 
head combat, it is very difficult to separate them. Maneuvering for 
superior ‘“‘advantage,” they thrash and tumble wildly, as each combat- 
ant attempts to get the best “hold” on his opponent. When joined, 
the battle will continue until someone quits, is badly injured or per- 
haps even killed. For this reason, it is a good idea at east to try to 
terminate the struggle. One way to do this is to “scoop” them out of 
the water with a folded piece of cardboard. They sometimes “let go” 
when they find themselves out of water. Another way to do it is by 
sucking them up in a “Sea-Vac” (Part No. 85) and squirting them 
back into the water with a little force. If either of these methods do 
not get them separated, then you must let them fight it out for 
themselves, because you will do them BOTH more injury if you at- 
tempt to separate them manually, than they will do to each other. 
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ANSWERS TO QUESTIONS 


The following are answers to the most frequently asked questions 
about Sea-Monkeys. Since this book contains almost ALL there is to 
know about these fascinating animals, you will find almost any an- 
swer to any question you may have, somewhere in these pages. 


QUESTION 1. Can | put my Sea-Monkeys into the aquarium with 
my OTHER fish? 


ANSWER: No. Sea-Monkeys live in a very special marine formula in 
which they are born, and COMPLETE their life-cycles. They can- 
not “share” this environment with any other creatures, or survive 
outside of their OWN environment. If you do not observe this 
tule, it’s “curtains” for your pets. 


QUESTION 2. In the Chapter “The Strange Life of Sea-Monkeys,” 
you said that if they DIE, I can BRING my Sea-Monkey family 
BACK TO LIFE! How do | go about doing this? 


ANSWER: Leave their tank uncovered, and allow all of the water to 
evaporate. When the container is “bone dry,” you will observe 
that it is filled with crystals. Add 6 ounces of water and stir until 
the crystals melt and become liquified. Now, add 1 ounce of Liv- 
ing Plasma and 5 MORE ounces of water. Stir well until all is 
mixed. For the NEXT § days, stir the water for 30 SECONDS 
each day. On the FIFTH day you will see brand new baby Sea- 
Monkeys. Your Sea-Monkey family LIVES AGAIN—REVIVED as 
if by a MIRACLE. (Ref. “Pretermitted Oviparity””—Page 10.) 


QUESTION 3. How do | transfer Sea-Monkeys to LARGER quar- 
ters? 


ANSWER: If you are not satisfied with the container in which you 
are rearing your Sea-Monkeys, you can transfer them to another of 
EQUAL capacity, by just pouring them WITH their water into the 
new one. It is NOT recommended that you INCREASE the size of 
their “quarters” because there is NEVER any danger of over- 
crowding. TWELVE OUNCES OF FORMULA is ENOUGH for 
SIX DOZEN adult Sea-Monkeys and at least TWO HUNDRED 
babies and “juniors.” Nevertheless, if you still WANT to do so, use 
ONE package of Part No. 23 Living Plasma (the 1 quart size), for 
each quart of container capacity. You MUST also add the ‘“‘old” 
Sea-Monkey water (with the Sea-Monkeys), to the new formula.

Sea-Monkeys spend most of 
their lives SWIMMING ON THEIR BACKS or upside-down, Except 
when feeding, fighting, mating or playing, you can watch them lazily 
paddling themselves around, belly-side up. When you stop to think 
of it, that’s a pretty smart idea. After all, could YOU imagine a more 
COMFORTABLE way to travel if YOU were a Sea-Monkey? Now, as 
this little book of instructions comes to a close, here is a really 
CURIOUS fact: Believe it or not, Sea-Monkeys DO NOT breathe 
through their mouths. Instead, these amazing creatures BREATHE 
THROUGH THEIR FEET. This “weirdie” reminds me of the joke 
about the boy whose ‘nose RAN and FEET smelled,” but since 
FACT is sometimes stranger than FICTION, here is the “why” of it. 
Your Sea-Monkey’s lungs are located at the top of his HOLLOW legs. 
He sucks up water through them as you would suck up soda through 
a straw. This directs the water with its life giving oxygen to his 
breathing apparatus. Now do you agree that IN EVERY WAY your 
Sea-Monkeys are one of the GREATEST NATURAL ODDITIES 
ever discovered !
